\n Amnesty Proclamation to Fili- 
pinos Will Be Issued. 



They Shall Be Allowed to Participate 

in the Civil Government Which 
Is to Be Inaugurated on 
the Islands. 

Washington, June 28. — At the meet- 
ing of the cabinet the terms of an 
imnesty proclamation to the Filipinos, 
which it is contemplated to issue on 
;he 4th of July, were agreed upon. 
The war department for some time 
oast has had under consideration the 
iraft of a proclamation, and has found 
It necessary to make a number of 
changes in its text. In its modified 
state is was agreed to by the cabinet, 
and Secretary Root will cable re to 
Acting Gov. Wright for his inspec- 
tion. If it meets the latter’s approval, 
nothing will remain but for the pres- 
ident, if the Philippine civil govern- 
ment bill is a law on that day, as is 
aow expected it will be, to issue on In- 
dependence day a formal proclama- 
tion, setting forth terms of amnesty 
for all political offenders in the is- 
lands, including Aguinaldo and those 
held at Guam. 

The proclamation is based on tho 
general objects of the Philippine gov- 
ernment bill, namely, to restore peace 
In the archipelago and substitute a 
civil for a military administration. 
That bill is now in conference, and 
the proclamation will not be issued 
until the Philippine government meas- 
ure has been agreed upon by both 
houses and the president has affixed 
his signature to it. The proclamation 
will declare that a state of peace now 
exists in the Philippine islands, save 
In the parts of the archipelago where 
the Mindanao or pagan tribes are giv- 
ing the United States a great amount 
of trouble, and will declare in effect, 
that with the transfer of the gov- 
ernment of the archipelago from a 
military to a civil status all those 
arested and held for political offenses 
shall be restored to liberty, granted 
full amnesty, and allowed to partici- 
pate in the civil government which 
is to be inaugurated on the islands. 

While the proclamation is subject 
to changes in text, the general lan- 
guage of the document is pretty well 
mapped out. There was a general 
discussion of the agreement that 
should be accoTded to political pris- 
oners in the islands. There is no in- 
tention, it is stated, to release those 
prisoners convicted of other than 
political offenses, the benefits of the 
amnesty being limited to those in 
custody as a result of breaches of mil- 
itary law, leaving criminal offenders 
to the action of the proper authori- 
ties under the coming civil govern- 
ment. The purpose Is to demonstrate 
that motives of humanity and gen- 
erosity dictate our course toward the 
Filipinos. When the islands are turn- 
ed over to the civil authorities they 
will not be left without adequate mil- 
itary protection, as no more troops 
will be ordered home for the present, 
and every precaution will be taken for 
the military safeguarding of the is- 
lands under the new civil administrar 
tion. 

Another subject under consideration 
at the cabinet meeting Friday was the 
negotiation for the purchase of the 
friars’ lands in the Philippines. Sec- 
retary Root took with him to the 
meeting all the correspondence which 
has passed between himself and Gov. 
William Taft, while the latter has 
been carrying on his negotiations at 
Rome. It is understood that Secre- 
tary Root feels great confld in.ee in a 
successful outcome of Gov. Taft’s ef- 
forts. 

The cabinet also took up the ques- 
tion of naming the naval vessels pro- 
vided ft* in the naval appropriation 
bill, an<^ it is stated, a decision was 
reached in that case, but it is desired 
not to make tbe names public until 
the vessels are actually authorized. 



PICKLES AND PRESERVES. 

The Large Manufacturers Throughout 
the United States to Combine. 

Camden, N. J., June 28. — Articles of 
corporation were filed Friday by the 
Association of Manufacturers and Dis- 
tributors of Food Products, with no 
capital. The capital of the firms ig 
the corporation is $30,000,000. 

The incorporation Friday is said to 
be preliminary to the organization of 
a combination to embrace a number 
of the largest pickling and preserve 
companies throughout the United 
• States. A meeting of representatives 
of these companies will be held in 
New York on July 29. 



Voluntary Increase in Wages. 

Pittsburg, June 28. — The largest 
voluntary increase ever known in the 
wages of 100,000 men, has bee® de- 
cided upon by the United States steel 
corporation. They will receive an ad- 
vaile of ten per cent., which will In- 
crease the annual pay roll of the cor- 
poration by $4,000,000. 

Portuguese Troops Gain a Victory. 

Lisbon, Juno 28. — It has officially 
been announced that Portuguese 
troops have gained a decisive victory 
over the rebels in the upper Zambes 
region of Portuguese East Africa. The 
rebellious chiefs were captured and 
decapitated.

OUT OF IMMEDIATE DANGER. 

King Edward’s Condition Is Entirely 
Satisfactory to His Physicians. 

London, June 30. — Saturday night 
passed with less incident at Bucking- 
ham palace than any other night since 
the operation was performed on King 
Edward. There were fewer watchers 
outside the palace, the public appar- 
ently having accepted the official an- 
nouncement that the king has passed 
the point of immediate danger. The 
following bulletin was issued at 9 
o’clock Sunday morning: 

“The king feels stronger in spite of 
some discomfort from the wound. 
Nothing has occurred to disturb the 
satisfactory progress the king is mak- 
ing.” 

This bulletin was not issued until 10 
o’clock, consequently the few persons 
who were passing in the neighborhood 
of the palace were the only ones at- 
tracted to the announcement When 
the footmen had posted the notice, 
however, the crowds soon increased, 
early church goers stopping to read 
the latest news and passing on with 
expressions of thankfulness. 

A bulletin posted at the palace at 4 
o’clock Sunday afternoon said, the 
king’s progress was in every way sat- 
isfactory and that the local discomfort 
had decreased. 

King Edward’s physicians announc- 
ed at 9:45 o’clock that the royal pa- 
tient’s progress was entirely satisfac- 
tory. No further bulletins were issued 
Sunday night. 

London, June 30. — A dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Copenhagen says that 
Queen Alexandra has invited the dep- 
uties of Danish hussars to return to 
London at the end of September for 
the coronation of the king. 



IN MERCER COUNTY. 

The Loss on Account of the Storm Will 
Reach Into Thousands. 

Burgin, Ky., June 80. — A terrific 
storm swept through this region, leav- 
ing devastation in its wake. A regu- 
lar waterspout accompanied the wind. 
Telephone poles were twisted off at 
the ground, and grain fields swept 
clean of all sheaves. 

Robinson Row, a small village, was 
almost wholly demolished, several 
houses having been carried clear away, 
while others were lifted from their 
foundations, and the occupants of ma- 
ny being injured considerably. 

Dr. E. G. Guttry, of this place, who 
was making a professional call there, 
was caught In the whirl, his buggy be- 
ing swept away and demolished, while 
he was severely bruised. Curd’s stock 
barn was carried away and several 
head of mules killed.

and he was badly injured. The dam- 
ages will run up into the thousands. 



A TRAIN DERAILED. 

Two Men Killed on the SL Louis & 
San Francisco Railroad. 

St. Louis, June 30. — A section of 
passenger train No. 5 on the St. Louis 
& San Francisco railroad which left 
here 9:30 o’clock Sunday evening for 
Texas points, was derailed at Minckie, 
a few miles west of this city, and two 
laboring men who were beating their 
wa« r home to Streetville, Mo., on the 
blind baggage were killed. At the 
point where the wreck occurred an 
immense boulder fell onto the track, 
spreading the rails and bounding off. 
When the train came along soon after 
the engine, one postal car, two bag- 
gage cars and one coach were derail- 
ed, the forward car being overturned. 
Five Pullman sleepers and drawing 
room cars kept the track and nobody 
was injured.

MURDERED BY MEXICANS. 

The Murderers Were Themselves Kill- 
ed By Pursuing Officers. 

Hillsboro, Tex., June 30. — It is re- 
ported from Cos, Senora, Mex., that 
Henry Ward and his wife, who former- 
ly lived near Branden, Tex., have been 
murdered by two Mexican employes 
who themselves were killed by pursu- 
ing officers. Mr. Ward was a wealthy 
cattleman and had just sold a large 
herd. 

The murderers made their escape, 
but the officers overtook them near 
Chuchuta, where, in a running fight, 
they were killed. None of the pursu- 
ing officers were hurt. 

STRUCK A BROKEN RAIL. 

One Passenger Was Killed and Thirty 
More or Less Injured. 

Colorado Springs, Col., June 30. — An 
excursion train on the Colorado Mid- 
land railway coming down Ute Pass 
from Cripple Creek Sunday struck a 
broken rail and seven cars were wreck- 
ed. Francis M. English, a prominent 
musician of this city, was instantly 
killed and 30 other passengers were 
more or less injured, three or four of 
them probably fatally. 



Leaped From a Third-Story Window. 

Covington, Ky., June 30. — Crazed 
with pain, superinduced by a severe 
case cf pneumonia and other ailments, 
Harry Sudbeck, 32, leaped to death 
from the third-story window at St. 
Elizabeth’s hospital early Sunday 
morning. His body was found in a 
pool of blood shortly after 4 o’clock by 
one of the attendants and carried into 
the institution, where a physician 
made an examination, but life was ex- 
tinct.

FIGHTING IN HAYTI. 



Engagements Between Men From 
the Fleet and Revolutionists. 



Foreign Consuls, Under Protection of 

Their Various Flags, Are With 
Gen. Firmin, and Are About 
to Embark. 

Cape Haytien, Hayti, June 30. — There 
was much fighting here Sunday and 
great excitement prevails. Adm. Kil- 
lick, commander of the Haytien fleet, 
disembarked a further detachment of 
troops and a large quantity of ammu- 
nition at 4 o’clock Sunday morning for 
the better protection of Gen. Firmin, 
one jof the candidates for the presi- 
dency of the republic. 

Since 6 o’clock Sunday morning 
there have been several lively en- 
gagements between the men from the 
fleet and the revolutionists from the 
north. Several machine guns were set 
up in a commanding position by Gen. 
Firmin’s forces, and an attempt was 
made to drive the men from the north 
from their positions. Notwithstand- 
ing the fire from the machine guns, de- 
tachments of the northern revolution- 
ists made several attacks on Gen. Fir- 
min’s followers and the latter were 
eventually dislodged. 

In the meantime the vessels under 
the command of Adm. Killirk were 
bombarding Capt Haytien. This ac- 
tion was taken without previous notifi- 
cation to the foreign consuls here. 
There has been a lively rain of shots 
down the streets of Cape Haytien. 

At the moment of filing this dis- 
patch the foreign consuls under the 
protection of the various flags are 
with Gen. Firmin and are about to em- 
bark on the government gunboat Ore- 
to Pirot. They are under a rather 
heavy fire and in considerable danger. 
The foreign residents of this port are 
at present exposed to the lawlessness 
and savagery of the combatants. 

Deep regret is expressed that no 
warship of a foreign power is in the 
harbor to afford protection to foreign 
residents. 

Great excitement reigned here Sun- 
day afternoon. 

ATHLETICS AND RELIGION. 

Representatives of Creeds Is Planned 
For the Olympian Games. 

Chicago, June 30. — A gathering of 
representatives of the many religions 
and creeds of the world, which will 
rival the congress of religions of the 
World’s fair, is planned for the Olym- 
pian games In 1904, by Bishop Fael- 
lows, chairman of the committee on 
ethical and religious organizations. 
The religious feature of the games 
will be organized on the same broad 
lines as the games themselves have 
been planned. 

Every country that , Is Invited to 
send its athletic representatives will 
be urged to have its religions repre- 
sented as well. Following the idea 
that all games of endurance and skill 
had their origin in religious worship 
in ancient times, this committee will 
endeavor to show that the connection 
has not been lost in later years. It is 
held that the temperance and self- 
denial exacted of candidates for 
modern sports of all kinds Is closely 
allied to the principles of self-con- 
trol which are taught as part of every 
creed in civilized land, and that ath- 
letics and religious work together to- 
ward forming a race of perfect human 
beings. 

TABLET OF WHITE MARBLE. 

A Tribute to the Late President Un- 
veiled in a Washington Church. 

Washington, June 30. — A small tab- 
let of white marble, bearing in letters 
of gold a brief statement of the life 
and deeds of William McKinley, the 
tribute of his friend, Judge Thomas H. 
Anderson, formerly of Ohio, but now 
a member of the district bench, was 
unveiled in the Metropolitan M. E. 
church here Sunday. The unveiling 
was attended with simple ceremonies 
in the presence of some of those who 
had helped the dead president execute 
the will of the people. 

Well-known men added their trib- 
utes to the solemn melodies of tho 
choir in making the occasion a memor- 
able one. The American flag that con- 
cealed the tablet was drawn aside as 
the congregation sang with deep feel- 
ing “Nearer. My God, to Thee.” The 
tablet occupies a position on the north 
wall of the main auditorium midway 
between the two entrances to the 
church. 

Cholera Record in the Philippines. 

Manila, June 30. — According to offi- 
cial reports there have been in Manila 
up to date 1,740 cases of cholera and 
1.385 deaths from the disease. The 
same reports for the provinces shov/ 
9,444 cases and 7,038 deaths. Lieut. 
Col. Louis M. Maus, the insular health 
commissioner, says that there proba- 
bly have been 2,000 deaths from chol- 
era In the provinces of which it is im- 
possible to get records. 



Ordered to Manila. 

Manila, June 30. — Brig. Gen. George 
W. Davis, in command of the Ameri- 
can forces at Zamboaga. Mindanao, 
has bqen ordered to Manila to take 
command of the department cf the 
north. Brig. Gen. Samuel S. Summer 
will succeed Gen. Davis at Zamboagna. 

Paris-Vienna Automobile Race. 

Vienna, June 30. — The Paris-Vleuna 
automobile race was won by Marcel 
Renault Ho covered the distance 
from Paris to .Vienna in 15 hours and 
22 minutes, an average speed of 82 
kilometers (.about 51 miles) an hour. 



FLOOD AT ALTON, ILL. 

Much Damage Was Wrought to Man- 
ufacturing Plants. 

Alton, 111., June 30. — One of the 
most disastrous floods in the history of 
this city and vicinity resulted Sunday 
from the heavy rains of Friday and 
Saturday. At 4 o’clock Sunday after- 
noon it was estimated that 10,000 
acres had been covered by the over- 
flow of Wood river, which Is three 
to six miles wide. Most of this land 
is either occupied by manufacturing 
interests or planted in crops. The 
greatest single disaster caused by the 
flood was the destruction of the plant 
of the Stoneware Pipe Co. at East 
Alton. The loss is estimated at $40,- 
000. The water rose rapidly, being 
18 inches higher than ever before, and 
filled an underground duct leading 
from the mammoth smoke stack to 
Kiln No. 4. The kiln was filled with 
stoneware and red-hot. When the 
water reached the kiln it turned into 
steam and an explosion followed. The 
kilns are built close to the American 
plant, and the explosion set fire to 
the buildings and other kilns, burn- 
ing them to tbe ground within a short 
time. 

In East Alton the residents were 
compelled to use skiffs to get about 
the principal streets, The water fill- 
ed all the cellars in the village, und 
some of the largest stores were also 
flooded. A number of outbuildings 
were washed away, and the station of 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
railroad was carried away by the 
flood and lodged in a field a quarter 
of a mile distant. 

The flood produced the worst rail- 
road tie-up in recent years in the ; 
vicinity of the Altons. The Big Four 
and the Chicago, Peoria & St. Louis 
railroads were hit the hardest, while 
the Burlington sustained the smallest 
amount of damage. 

St. Louis, June 30. — This city and 
vicinity is the center of a rainstorm 
of unprecedented severity, that has 
prevailed almost incessantly since 
Saturday morning. According to the 
local weather bureau reports 5.45 
inches of rain fell here between 2:30 
a. m. Saturday and 8 p. m Sunday, 
and the end is apparently not in 
sight. At times the storm equaled 
a cloudburst in severity. 

Considerable damage, the total esti 
mated at about $250,000, resulted 
from the wind that accompanied the 
rain. Saturday night the wind at- 
tained a velocity of about 55 miles 
an hour, blowing down trees, tele- 
phone, telegraph and trolley poles, 
and interfering with communication 
of all sorts. From the surrounding 
country comes reports of destruction 
to and the washing out of railroad 
tracks and bridges, causing consid- 
erable delay to trains. 

Five hundred feet of the north wall 
of the Varied Industries palace at the 
World’s fair site fell Saturday night 
as the result of the storm, the water 
undermining the foundation when the 
wind was at ita. height. In places 
the World’s fair grounds are covered 
with water. 

Nearly all inbound trains were 
delayed Sunday as a result of the 
storm, arriving at Union station from 
40 minutes to 5 or 6 hours late. Sev- 
eral wash-outs were reported, and lel- 
egraph wires were reported down, so 
that the trains could not be located. 



STORM AT CHATTANOOGA. 

Four People Killed and Much Damage 
Done to Farm Property. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., June 30. — Three 
people were killed in Saturday night’s 
storm and much damage was done to 
farms in this section. Miss Cora Kel- j 
ly, a schoolteacher of this city, while ' 
driving through a grove of trees in ( 
Meigs county, near Dayton, Tenn., was 
killed by. a falling tree..* Her compan- 
ion was uninjured. James Grayson, 
proprietor of a saw'mill, and his saw- 
yer, Jesse May. were killed by falling 
timbers. Private Joseph Quirk, of the 
7th infantry, while trying to prevent a 
stampede of the horses In the govern- 
ment corral, was trampled under the 
feet, of the anmials and probably fa- 
tally injured. Sunday afternoon dur- 
ing a thunder storm at Harriman. 
Tenn., a 15-year-old daughter of Frank 
Dugger was killed by lightning. Mr. 
Dugger’s residence was burned to the 
ground and a second daughter was se- 
riously injured.

Review of the Work Accom- 
plished ar This Session. 



Notably Among the Acts Is the Isth- 
mian Canal Bill, Which Consum- 
mates the Efforts of Half 
a Century. 

Washington, June 30. — The work of 
congress is now practically closed, so 
that it is possible to sum up the rec- 
ord of what has been accomplished 
during the past seven months, which 
constitute the first session of the 57th 
congress. The session has been mark- 
ed by exceptional business activity, 
with many questions of far-reaching 
general Interest engaging attention. 
With the exception of the Cuban reci- 
procity bill most of the larger sub- 
jects of general legislation have been 
enacted as laws or will become such 
before the session closes. Notable 
among these larger measures is the 
isthmian canal bill, which consum- 
mates the efforts of a half century to 
link together the waters of the At- 
lantic and the Pacific. This bill prob- 
ably Involves a larger sum of money 
than that covering any other single 
undertaking by the government out- 
side of war expenditures. The Phil- 
ippine civil government bill is another 
measure of far-reaching importance, 
extending to our remote Pacific pos- 
sessions a system of internal govern- 
ment, together with coinage, currency, 
banking, corporation, timber and 
homestead laws. Among the other im- 
portant laws enacted are those repeal- 
ing the war revenue taxes, extending 
and making more effective the Chi- 
nese exclusion laws; establishing a 
tariff for goods to and from the Phil- 
ippines; extending the charter of na- 
tional banks for 20 years; establish- 
ing a permanent census office; re- 
stricting the sale of oleomargarine by 
placing a high tax on Imitation but- 
ter; providing a consular and diplo- 
matic service for Cuba; establi«=Mqg 
an extensive system by which S- — -~4v- 
eminent will aid in the irrig- f of

The irrigation act Is of special Im- 
portance to the development of the 
west. It carries an irrigation fund in 
the treasury department into which is 
to be paid the proceeds of the sales of 
public lands In the arid states. This 
fund in turn is to be used in storing 
water and establishing irrigation sys- 
tems, the irrigation sections to be 
open to homesteaders, who are to be 
charged by a proportionate share of 
the cost of the improvement. 

The Chinese exclusion law continues 
the exclusion “until otherwise provid- 
ed by law,” and also applies the ex- 
clusion “to the island territory un- 
der the jurisdiction of the United 
States.” 

Aside from these important laws 
there are a number of other measures 
of general Importance which have 
passed one or both houses but have 
not progressed to the final stage. 
These Include the anti-anarchy legis- 
lation which grew out of the assassin- 
ation of President McKinley. Bills re- 
stricting anarchy and throwing safe- 
guards about the president have pass- 
ed both branches of congress, but it 
has been impossible to reach an agree- 
ment in conference, so that the subject 
goes over until next December. 

A bill giving statehood to Arizona, 
New Mexico and Oklahoma, known as 
the omnibus statehood bill, passed the 
house and the senate has determined 
to take up the matter early in the next 
session. t .

James’ body, which has been buried 
for 20 years in the door yard of the 
old James homestead, near Excelsior 
Springs, Mo., was disinterred Sunday 
and buried in the cemetery at Kear- 
ney, Mo., beside the body of his fa- 
ther and wife. Mrs. Zerlda Samuels, 
mother of Jesse James; Frank James, 
his brother, and Jesse and Mary, his 
son and daughter, attended the cere- 
mony. A funeral service was held, and 
the pallbearers were comrades of Jesse 
James when all were members of 
Quantrell’s band. When the skeleton 
of his father was dug up Jesse James, 
jr., picked up the skull and pointed out 
the hole made by the bullet from Bob 
Ford’s pistol.

Manila, June 30. — A detachment of 
United Stales marines and a force of 
native constabulary have had an en- 
gagement with a large body of La- 
drones in Morong province, Luzon.

Review of the Work Accom- 
plished ar This Session. 



Notably Among the Acts Is the Isth- 
mian Canal Bill, Which Consum- 
mates the Efforts of Half 
a Century. 

Washington, June 30. — The work of 
congress is now practically closed, so 
that it is possible to sum up the rec- 
ord of what has been accomplished 
during the past seven months, which 
constitute the first session of the 57th 
c-ongress. The session has been mark- 
ed by exceptional business activity, 
with many questions of far-reaching 
general Interest engaging attention. 
With the exception of the Cuban reci- 
procity bill most of the larger sub- 
jects of general legislation have been 
enacted as laws or will become such 
before the session closes. Notable 
among these larger measures is the 
isthmian canal bill, which consum- 
mates the efforts at a half century to 
link together the waters of the At- 
lantic and the Pacific. This bill prob- 
ably involves a larger sum of money 
than that covering any other single 
undertaking by the government out- 
side of war expenditures. The Phil- 
ippine civil government bill is another 
measure of far-reaching importance, 
extending to our remote Pacific pos- 
sessions a system of Internal govern- 
ment, together with coinage, currency, 
banking, corporation, timber and 
homestead laws. Among the other im- 
portant laws enacted are those repeal- 
ing the war revenue taxes, extending 
and making more effective the Chi- 
nese exclusion laws ; establishing a 
tariff for goods to and from the Phil- 
ippines; extending the charter of na- 
tional banks for 20 years; establish- 
ing a permanent census office; re- 
stricting the sale of oleomargarine by 
placing a high tax on imitation but- 
ter; providing a consular and diplo- 
matic service for Cuba; establ&hing 
an extensive system by which gov- 
ernment will aid in the irrigation of 
the arid and uncultivated sections of 
the west. 

The repeal of the war revenbie taxes 
reduced taxation $73,250.00ro, and is 
said to be the largest single^ reduction 
of taxation ever made in tihis country. 
By this step the last of tihe taxes im- 
posed at the beginning \of our war 
with Spain has been wiped out. The 
Philippine tariff act- Jmposes <75 per 
cent of the Dingley tariff rates on ar- 
ticles coming from the Philippines to 
the United States, and ehlso imposes 
on article* entering the ^Philippines 
from the United States thei, rates of 
duties established by the Philippine 
commission. 

The irrigation act is of special Im- 
portance to the development of the 
west. It carries an irrigation fund in 
the treasury department into which is 
to be paid the proceeds of the sales of 
public lands in the arid states. This 
fund in turn is to be used in storing 
water and establishing irrigation sys- 
tems, the irrigation sections to be 
open to homesteaders, who are to be 
charged by a proportionate share of 
the cost of the improvement. 

The Chinese exclusion law continues 
the exclusion “until otherwise provid- 
ed by law.” and also applies the ex- 
clusion “to the island territory un- 
der the jurisdiction of the United 
States.” 

Aside from these important laws 
there are a number of other measures 
of general Importance which have 
passed one or both houses but have 
not progressed to the final stage. 
These include the anti-anarchy legis- 
lation which grew out of the assassin- 
ation of President McKinley. Bills re- 
stricting anarchy and throwing safe- 
guards about the president have pass- 
ed both branches of congress, but it 
has been impossible to reach an agree- 
ment in conference, so that the subject 
goes over until next December. 

A bill givfng statehood to Arizona, 
New Mexico and Oklahoma, known as 
the omnibus statehood bill, passed the 
house and the senate has determined 
to take up the matter early in the next 
session.

in the Cemetery at Kearney, Mo. 

Kansas City, Mo., Jnue 30.— Jesse 
James’ body, which has been buried 
for 20 years in the door yard of the 
old James homestead, near Excelsior 
Springs, Mo., was disinterred Sunday 
and buried in the cemetery at Kear- 
ney, Mo., beside the body of his fa- 
ther and wife. Mrs. Zerlda Samuels, 
mother of Jesse James; Frank James, 
his brother, and Jesse and Mary, his 
son and daughter, attended the cere- 
mony. A funeral service was held, and 
the pallbearers were comrades of Jesse 
James when all were members of 
Quantrell’s band. When the skeleton 
of his father was dug up Jesse James, 
jr., picked up the skull and pointed out 
the hole made by the bullet from Bob 
Ford’s pistol. 

Engagement in Morong Province. 

Manila. June 30. — A detachment of 
United Stales marines and a force of 
native constabulary have had an en- 
gagement with a large body of La- 
drones in Morong province, Luzon. 
One marine and seven Ladroues were 
killed. 

Eight Inches of Snow. 

Denver. Col., June 30. — The storm 
damage in Denver and vicinity is esti- 
mated all the way from $10,000 to $50. 
000. Snow fell to the depth of eight 
inches in Leadville and many other, 
places iu the mountains.
